Hard Pressed Downstate Bus Companies 
SPRINGFIELD ap — Bills

aid financially hard pressed bus 
companies

in the 
House Tuesday would exempt the 
bus firms from the five cents a 
gallon state tax on motor fuel and 
would set a flat $2 fee for regis­ 
tration of each bus, instead of the 
present fees based on weight. 
The bills are designed to apply 
only to local bus firms, and not 
inter-city buses. 
It was 
estimated bus 
firms 
throughout the state would save 
about $450,000 a year if exempted 
from the gas lax. 
As an example of the saving the

would

through the flat $2 registration 
fee, the present weight fees range 
from $90 to $135 for each bus in 
Springfield. 
Rep. H. B. Innen (R-Quincy) 
sponsor of the bills, 
said they 
were vital to continued bus serv­ 
ice in many downstate communi­ 
ties. He said some bus companies 
hive already abandoned service 


because of high operating costs in 
the face of declining patronage.

Senator McCarthy 


Editorial - BY BRUCE MOWAT 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, one 
of the most disputed figures In 
SOU) Century 
American politics, 
may have put an indelible mark 
upon our history in that brief span 
of years when his star flashed 
bright. 
Gone from the scene at an early 
17, he unquestionably will be the 
aubject 
of 
major 
controversy 
among the historians as he was 
among his contemporaries at the 
height of his power. 
Power is the right word. 
From 
IMO, when a timely anU-Commun- 
ist talk catapulted him suddenly 
to center stage as a fighter against 
American Reds, until 1954, when 
the Sedate condemned his tactics, 
he stood as one of the most pow­ 
erful senators seen in America 
In that period he ripped and 
flailed at federal agencies, declar­ 
ing his determination to root out 
communism in government. 
He 
charged that not only preceding 
Democratic 
presidents 
but Mr. 
Truman and then the senator's fel­ 
low Republican, President Eisen­ 
hower, were ‘'soft" in assailing the 
Beds. 
His rough-and tumble tactics, his 
bristling energy won him hosts of 
friends in the nation who appeared 
deeply troubled then over the men­ 
ace of communism within our bor­ 
ders. 
These 
same maneuvers, how­ 
ever. brought down on hi* head a 
ceaseless barrage of criticism— 
undoubtedly from many true Com­ 
munists but also from countless 
ethers who believed the senator’s 
attacks were destroying the repu­ 
tations of innocent men and ac­ 
tually helping communism by cre­ 
ating confusion and generating a 
kind of mental civil war in Amer­ 
ica 
In 1953, Mr. Eisenhower’! first 
year in office and McCarthy’i first 
as chairman of a Senate commit­ 
tee investigating communism, the 
aenator reached the lenith of his 
power. 
Running the group with 
what amounted at times to one- 
man rule, he pounded his theme 
without rest. 
He learned at this time that he 
had enemies not only within the 
country but far and wide around 
the globe. 
But by 1954, though no one real­ 
ized it at first, this comet-like fig 
ure was .starting a downward spin. 
Challenged by the administration 
in the celebrated Army-McCarthy 
hearing^, 
he struggled 
through 
months of bitter fighting under the 
glare of television. 
The consensus was that he lost 
both stature and momentum in that 
battle. 
In November that year the Sen 
ate studied his tactics as a sen­ 
ator and ended by roundly con­ 
demning him. 
From then on, he 
slowly sank from public view. His 
power crumbled, and he became 
almost a forgotten man. 
But no one who looks back on 
the years 1950-54 would dare to 
hazard that he will not be rem em ­ 
bered for the swath he cut through 
American affairs in that troubled 
time.

Benson's Shy Farm Plan Is 
Mere Veto of Current One

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson has now 
made what 
is 
probably the shyest, most subtle, 
soft-shoe approach to a brand new 
farm program on record.

manner. He isn t sticking his neck 
out on alp* new farm plan, prob­ 
ably because he doesn't want to 
have his neck cut off—say at the 
ankles. 
In this, he apparently wants to 
escape the fate of his predecessor.

forecasts are made. 
The basic warning is transmitted 
from the Weather Bureau's severe 
local storm forecasting center at 
Kansas City, Mo., which constantly 
studies weather charts, radar re­ 
ports and other data for the entire 
eastern two-thirds of the nation, 
where tornadoes most frequently 
occur. 


The warning, once it is received 
in Illinois, gets spread around in 
a hurry. The Weather Bureau, in 
addition to making it available to 
news services and radio and tele­ 
vision stations, also puts the warn­ 
ing on th * state police radio net­ 
work. 


Christensen said most county and 
j city police units are alerted via 
the state police radio system, and 
I in most counties the local superin­ 
tendent of schools is likewise noti­ 
fied. 


Once the forecast is out, Chris­ 
tensen said, the warning system 
goes into reverse. 
The Air Force 
Ground Observer Corps, state and 
local police and other observers 
are alerted to report to the Weath­ 
er Bureau tornadoes which they 
may spot. 
If the deadly tornado 
funnel is sighted, 
its course is 
plotted and additional local warn­ 
ings distributed. 
Tile Basic Rules 
Do tornadoes always move from 
the southwest toward the north­ 
east. 
“That,” said Christensen, “is the 
direction in which we usually ex- 
I pect them to move. 
But some­ 
times they don’t behave in ortho- 
; dox fashion . . . which makes it 
difficult.” 
Best thing to do, he said, when 
a tornado forecast is heard, is to 
decide what you would do in an 
emergency if one develops in your 
area. 
Then, if danger comes, do 
it. 
The basic safety rules: 
If there’s a storm cellar or base­ 
ment, take shelter in it, in the 
southwest corner. 
Most tornadoes 
do move from the southwest to­ 
ward the northeast. 
If there’s no basement, try to 
find the strongest building, and 
seek shelter on the lower floor, 
again in the southwest corner. 
In open country try to move out 
of the way of the tornado by run­ 
ning at right angles to its path. 
If there’s not time, lie down flat 
in the nearest ditch or depression.

union. 
Its aim is to prevent coer­ 
cion on employees and employers 
who have no disagreement. 
The 
vote on this one will be close. 
Bills to Improve the assessment 
laws in our state have been intro­ 
duced. 
Certainly they need 
Im­ 
provement. 
If a way Is found to 
assess every person fairly, no lo­ 
cal tax increase would be neces­ 
sary.

Wire-Tap Evidence 


NEW YORK ni.P) — The V. * 
Court of Appeals today upheld a 
conviction obtained through the 
use of wire-tap evidence which th# 
Supreme Court baa long held in­ 
admissible in federal courts. 
Th* th ree-m en appeals M>urt 
noted that it was setting a prece­ 
dent in its unanimous decision 
It 
ruled thet the wire tap evidence 
wa* permissible because no fed­ 
eral officers had been involved in 
obtaining it. 
The evidence had been obtained 
by New Yolk City police, acting 
within state law but still in clear 
violation of the Federal Commu­ 
nications Act, the court held. 
The decision could lead to re­ 
opening of a number of contro­ 
versial cases, including deportation 
action against boe* racketeer Frank 
Costello which was dismissed by 
a federal judge because of wire 
tap “taint.” 
It was believed that 
most of the wire tap evidence of­ 
fered in the Costello case had been 
obtained by local rather than fed­ 
eral officers. 
The decision was written by 
Judge Harold R. Medina with Judg­ 
es Starry R. W aterman and Clar­ 
ence G. Galston concurring. 
The case was that of Salvator* 
Benami who was convicted la®t 
October of possession of ll fire- 
gallon cans of bootleg alcohol in 
violation of the federal alcohol tax 
laws. 
Police obtained a court order to 
tap Benanti’s telephone on the be­ 
lief that he was dealing in nar­ 
cotics. When they intercepted him 
as a result of tapped conversation 
they found the alcohol in his ear 
and the Treasury Department was 
notified.
